‘The commencement of the trouble 
was when a report was received that 
two Indians were dong a war 
whoop about two miles ont of town, 
and had a fearful jag on generally. 
Officer T. H. Irvine, of the R.N.W. 
M.P., went out and secured them 
ater a great deal of trouble, but 
with the assistance of Mr Lloyd got 
ieg-irons on them and took them to 
town. Aft r they had quietened 
down a bit they were brought up 
on trial and fined $10 apiece or 21 
days’ imprisonment. 

That was the first part of the 
storys Inquires were made, and it 
was found thata black man named 
William Robinson, who had been 
about town for some time previous, 
had bought bhalf-a-dozen bottles of 
whisky, at the loca’ bar, andi the 
crime of selling drink to the Indians 
who, by the way, rejoiced in the 
euphonious titles of Black Face and 
Eagle ‘Tail Feather, was traced to 
him. He was rounded up in Strath- 
more on Tuesday, and the same 
afternoon was brought before Judge 
Laycock of Gleichen and Lambert 
of S rathmore, and fined $50 or two 
months’ imprisonment with hard 
labor. He chose the labor part of 
it, and is now doing his time in 
Calgary Barracks.

a mixture of nitric and sulphuric 
acids. The product is mixed with 
camphor and various pigments to 
produce the desired color, and the 
materials are thoroughly inecorpor- 
ated by means of heated rolle. It is 
subsequently submitted to great pres- 
sure. It is afterward malded into 
form by means of heated dies under 
pressure. It is very hard and elastic 

and takes a high finish.

In nearly every casethese visitors 
confess that the actual conditions of 
the soil came fully up to what had 
been reported and the consequence 
is that they make extensive pur- 
chases of irrigated land, 

With the parties visiting Strath- 
more and the Bow Valley this 
week is Mr. A. B. Braddick, in- 
spector of agencies,Chicago. — Mr. 
Braddick has done quite a lot ot 
travelling with these excursions 
and he comes upto Strathmore on 
an average about once a fortnight. 
He has a very wide knowledge, 
theretore, of the conditions in the 
district, and the Opinions of the 
landseekers, and finds them all 
thoroughly delighted with the Bow 
Valley, Most of them state it) to 
be much better land than that 
Which they have in the states and 
the ditlerence in price of the Bow 
Valley land they characterize as-re- 
markable. [tis much easier to in- 
induce American farmers to remove 
everto Canada than it is to get the 
eld counccy farmers to do so, the 
principal reason !eing that the 
American has not.been so loug in 
the same spot, and is usually with- 
in his recollection that his parents 
moved into the land he is at present 
occupying. ‘The British farmer, 
ou the other hand, "states Mr, Brad- 
dick, ‘thas been so long In the one 
place that it takes an enormus a- 
Mount of persuasion to move him 
from it.” 

Mr, Braddick has a high oplnion 
of the American farmer and the 
mannerin which he handles his 
land and is naturally pleased at the 
success which is attending the 
efforts of the C. P. 1. C. Cos's or- 
Kanization in getting men from the 
States up to view the land. 

Another important ofticial of the 
company, Mr. H. M. Moss, who 
controls the organization from 
Spokane, was in Strathmore on Fri- 
day und is also conducting a party 
aroundthe district, Mr. Moss, like 
Mr. Braddick, has bad much suc- 
cess in bringing large numbers 
from the States this year. Both 
gentlemen state, however, that this 
year’s traffic will be nothing to 
what will prevail next season. We 
publish in another colum a letter 
which Mr. Moss has received from 
an American gentleman whom he 
had the pleasure of showing the 
district sometime ago. 

A special car was lying at Strath- 
more tor several days toward the 
end of the week with a number ot 
landseekers. 

It is reported locally, though we 
are unable to confirm it, that a very 
large party of American settlers 
with wives and children and house- 
hold effects will unload at Strath- 
more next week on their way to 
farms on the Rosebud creek.
